The meeting 
is still in progress. God is working 
wonders. Sinners are seized with the 
jerks, and are unable to control or hold 
themselves still. The power has fallen 
backin the congregation. People lay 
under the power for hours. Some 
groan and moan, some froth at the 
mouth, many are jerked violently, 
while some dance, others shout, and 
still others cry and have many motions 
of the body. A young women while 
under the power made motions with 
her finger as if writing on her arm the 
name of one who was at the alter, 
seeking salvation; then she reached up 
as if writing her name in the ‘‘Lamb’s 
book of life.’’ The one doing’ the 
writing did not know the name of the 
#2eker, but the motions of her finger 
made the letters so plain that those 
looking on understood the name per- 
fectly. The young lady whose name 
was written was unsaved when she 
fell at the alter, but was convered, 
8inctified and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and spokein tongues, before 
she ever got up. Bro. McLain was 
taken through some of the most won- 
derful demonstrations by ‘he power of 
the Spirit one night I ever saw. They 
really beggared all description. Last 
might some received the baptism while 
Iwas preaching. A baptist minister 
convinced and asked for prayers.” 


At other meetings that followed 
~while I was preaching, the discourse 
was illustrated or demonstrated by 
-signs wrought through some of the 
saints by the power oftheSpirit. ‘‘He 
hath shed forth this which ye now see 
and hear,’’ Acts 2: 33, was often re- 
peated. God wonderfully revealed the 
Scriptures as we stood before tha peo- 


ple with open Bible. During one of 
the discourses the power fell so that 
I could not stand to minister, but fell 
over broad side on the shavings. 
Messages were given in tongues, Bros. 
Kennedy and McLain giving interpreta- 
tions, which told of wonderfu! things 
ahead for pecple who would be true 
and keep humble, when His Church 
was fully established, and in perfect 
order. While this shower was falling 
a sister under the power made the 
shape of a cross and a grave by its 
side, and all of a sudden the grave was 
blotted out and soon the cross also, and 
when I resumed the discourse the in- 
terpretation of the cross and grave was 
clearly shown as we read the next 
verse in the lesson. The Spirit has 
been so blessedly with us in this series 
of meetings that we can see we are at 
at least approaching very near to a 
repetition of Heb. 2:4. 

Atone service after about a two 
hours discourse on the Lord’s Church, 
we organized two churches at the same 
time. One as the Church of God at 
Gintown, the otner as the Church of 
God at Coalburg, a place about 10 
miles distant. All the saints from the 
latter place were at the meeting, mak- 
ing it possible to doso. It was a 
pleasant scene and showed forth the 
love and fellowship of the saints when 
in the afternoon the Coalburg people 
retired in order to meet the train, in 
the midst of the discourse and we 
waited while the Gintown people sang 
so sweetly ‘‘God be with you till we 
meet again,’” and when the song was 
closed, and the friends had gone we re- 
sumed our discourse without feeling we 
had been interrupted. 

The last night of the meeting came. 
Some few songs were sung when about 
7:45 quietness prevailed in the congre- 
gation, and people sat in quiet expec- 
tancy when suddenly sister Lula 
Haynes, who was at the organ began to 
play a wedding march, and immediately 
was seen walking slowly up the middle 
of the aisle brother McLain and myself, 
followed closely by brother E. Haynes 
and sister Clyde Cotton. When the 
altar was reached the former stepped 
inside the latter stopping just outside. 
As we turned and faced Bro. Haynes 
and sister Cotten, as they stood side by 
side, we began to read from the Bible 
about a marriage in ‘‘Cana of Gallilee’’ 
at the conclusion of which we per- 
formed the ceremony that made them 
husband and wife in the presence of 
God and the amazed _ congregation. 
After the prayer, followed happy 
greetings and congratulations. When 
this was overthe newly married couple 
took their places at the organ and sang 
and played as usuai. 

After the song and afew words of 


explanation, five.more were received 
into the church. Then the ordination 
of one Bishop and three Deacons, which 
was followed by the Lord’s supper, and 
the washing of the saint’s feet which 
were engaged in with due solemnity, 
holy reverence and great joy. At last 
the hour arrived for saying ‘‘goodby’’ 
and as we took the hand of the many 
precious people, it was with a feeling 
of gratitude to God for granting us the 
happy privilege of worshiping with 
the precious people of Gintown. 

The total result of the ten-days’ meet- 
ing could hardly be estimated, however, 
there were 35 who received the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost with the sign of 
speaking in other tongues as the Spirit 
gave utterence. Several sanctified and 
a number of professions, beside several 
cases ofhealing. The baptizing service 
was held at Coalburg the next day 
where 17 followed Jesus in baptism. 
It was a touching scene when 7 little 
girls, all in arow, marched down into 
the water, some of them speaking in 
tongues, and were baptizedone by one. 
The Lord gave us great victory and 
joy as we obeyed His commission, 
‘teach and baptize.’’ 

The hour came for us to board the 
train for Birmingham, and we left the 
dear people at Gintown, and Coalburg 
to continue in the faith of the gospel 
under the fatherly care of dear brother 
V. W. Kennedy who is now a Bishop 
in the Church of God.
